In playing this role, he 
turned himself into an 
Intolerable autocrat = and 
his people learned to detest 
him even more than the 
enemies’ beyond their bor- 
ders, : 
President Rhee has now 
reached the stage of saying 
he will resign—or retire— 
if the people want him to. 
Ho should nsk himself why 
the riots have continued up 
to now—surely only because 
the Korean Government has 
not gone far enough to 
meet the people’s demunds.

Mr Simon, who at 28 directs
